“ Eight thousand girls dave been 
sent, to Constantinople,

Prisoners whom we 
have taken on the Salonika front 
tell tis that the traffic in our girl­ 
hood has grown to be a by wold in 
Bulgaria and Turkey.

“ The girls are too young re be 
of any use for laboring purpose s, 
besides, neither Turkey nor 
Bul­ 
garia is seriously handicapped fir 
labor, and in Turkey tm 
use of 
young women for outdoor work is 
practbally unknown. 
“ It is very difficult for us to do 
anything to help these unfortunate 
victims. 
Our affairs in Constanti­ 
nople 
and 
Sofia are now iii i In* 
hands of the 
Dutch 
government, 
and we have made the most cunt si 
possible protests through that g iv- 
ernment. 
But you know how dif­ 
ficult it is to get any ac tion from 
Turkey. 
W e have suggested, for 
instance, that some scheme of re­ 
patriation be pig into effect imme­ 
diately, that the gills

sent back to some place b< yond the 
war zone.
